In planting trees, it is well to remember the axiom, ‘What is worth 
doing at all is worth doing well.” 

All things considered, Spring is the best time to plant trees and shrubs, 
and the earlier it can be done after the soil is dry enough to work, the better. 

In removing trees, no matter how carefully it may be done, a portion of 
the roots are broken, and the natural balance that existed in the structure of 
the tree is deranged. This must be restored by proper pruning, adapted to 
the size, habit and conditions of the tree. Cut out all unshapely branches, and 
shorten last season’s growth about half, but leaving the tree with a sym- 
metrical head. Any long roots may be shortened a little, and the ends of 
roots that were bruised in digging should be cut off smooth. 

In planting much depends on keeping the roots fresh, hence om the 
time our stock is lifted from the nursery until it is delivered to our customers, 
we employ every means to keep the roots fresh and in good growing condition. 

When ready to plant, dig holes large enough to admit the roots of the 
tree to spread out in their natural position. In filling in the hole, good soil 
should be worked around the roots, filling every interstice, and bringing 
every root in contact with the soil. Guard against planting too deep; the 
trees as the ground settles should stand to the same depth they were in the 
nursery. An exception to this rule should be made in the case of budded 
roses and dwarf pears, which should be planted with the union of stock and 
cion three inches below the surface. 

Manure should never be put on the roots, but should be placed on the 
surface around the tree, as this will prevent the ground from baking or crack- 
ing, and maintain an even temperature about the roots. 


SPRAYING 


It is sometimes necessary to spray trees and shrubbery to save them 
from insects. We have outfits for doing this work, using methods and ma- 
terial recommended by the Ohio State Board of Agriculture.
